Outlook is Hopeful 


For Dairymen in 
Immediate Future 


TJrbana. 111., Jan. 28—A price 


period of greatest concern asso- 
ciated with World War II is just 
ahead of us, points out C. S. 
Dhode. University of Illinois dairy 
extension specialist, as lie looks 
ahead to the important trends fac- 
ing the dairy industry. 


The important question lie asks 


is: When will price readjustment 
set in? 


Prices rose sharply during the 


recent war and continued the trend 
after V-J day. Dairymen 'know 
that these prices will not last fcJr- 
ever and that sooner or later there 
will be some recession. 


Rhode believes that the demand 


for dairy products during the 
first part of 1947 will continue 
high and that prices received dur- 
ing the period will be favorable. 
So Jong as the general level of 
prices and consumers' purchasing 
power is high and employment re- 
mains at top levels, dairymen will 
receive satisfactory returns. As a. 
whole, 1937 should be a good'year 
for dairymen, he said. 


"It would be the part of wis- 


dom for dairymen to study the 
situation from' a longer time point 
of.-view and plan their operations 
to meet future price conditions," 
the dairy specialist cautions. "Good 
dairv farming practices were not 
so essential during "the war years 
as they will be in the years ahead. 


"Emphasis should be placed on 


efficient dairy farming. The. pros- 
pects for a reasonable net income 
for efficient dairymen, are bright. 
There should be some good years 
ahead for the efficient operator^"

Federal court- for overtime. ' 


Under federal, law. 'since 'the 


company was in interstate • com- 
merce, the workers'were entitled 
to overtime for-all 'time worke'd 


' over 40 hours. 


Upheld- Workers. Claims 


They "-said/ they ' worked" more 


than 40 hours a, • week because 
they'd beerr'told to be"iri the "plant 
ahead of starting time to "get ready 
for work. 


Judge Frank Picard™and later 


the Supreme court—said the work- 
ers were right and - should . get 
overtime. 


'This particular kind of overtime 


pay is commonly called portal-to- 
portal pay: It means: 


The time spent on company 


property going to and from a job 
and getting- ready for the job. ' - 


The Supreme court, in agreeing 


with Picard, sent the case back to 
him with two kinds of orders: 


* Wool d Cover 5 Years 
1. To figure out just how much 


pvertime pay the workers should 
get. 


2. But not to bother .figuring 


any trifling amount of overtime on 
the grounds that the law isn't con- 
cerned with trifles'. 


The overtime pay for the Mt 


Clemens workers would stretch 
back over five years. It would be 
overtime back-pay. * "- 


The ML Clemens workers were 


members of a CIO union, 


A bunch, of other CIO unions 


then saw a chance—as a result of 
the Supreme court decision—to get 
some overtime "back-pay on portal- 
to-portal grounds. 


So they began suing their em- 


ployers. The total amount of their
